“ Wilson Law,’’has issu ed an elaborate 
criticism of the Dingley bill intending 
to direct attention away from the fail­ 
u re of his own law, which 
President 
Cleveland denominated as one of “ p er­ 
fidy and dishonor.” 
T he absolu te u n­ 
fairness and u nreliability of bis criti­ 
cisms of the Dingley bill are shown by 
his attem p ting to p rove th a t his own 
law is a su ccess in the face of the fact 
th a t it has p rodu ced a deficit in the 
two and half years of more than 130 
millions, and th a t du ring the adminis­ 
tration u nder which it was enacted the 
p u blic debt was increased 28 6 million 
dollars and the interest charge nearly 
a million dollars a month. 
This alone 
shows the absolu te worthlessness and 
u nreliability of bis attacks u p on the 
Dingley bill. 


—President McKinley and his official 
family are evidently less distressed 
abou t the condition of the civil service 
u nder the new ru les than are many of 
th e p oliticians.

of the civil service system devised and 
p u t into effect by the Rep u blican narty. 


—Ira W. Lewis occu p ied the p lat­ 
form at the Bap tist chu rch yesterday 
morning, and with the aid of his large 
and recently imp roved model, and nu ­ 
merou s p aintings, gave a not only in­

Ins children and 
his 
grandchildren on one of those great, 
v ine shaded v erandas tha t b elong to 
ev ery pretentious country home in Ten 
lies,see. 
He was a giant, slowly going 
( 


down under the weight of years, yet to 
liv e in the past was to recall some of its 
v igor. 
Now his eyes b rightened, his 
form straightened, in s b road shoulders 
weut b ack, and b is v oice was w ithout a 
quiv er. 
“ You look the picture of her, ” he 
said to the little tot on b is knee as b e 
stroked her curls. rJ hen it took a req uest 
for the story to recall the old man from 
b is dearest m< mory. “ in those d a y s,” 
he b egan, “ there was more fam ily pride 
than there is now. 
Perhaps I should 
say that family prejudices were stronger. 
We had a caste as well defined 
as that 
in India. For one to m arry in a ‘low er’ 
class was social suicide, and m y folks, 
b eing of the so called aristocracy, were 
among the stalw arts of the sta lw a rt in 
upholding this intolerant creed. 
I b e­ 
came som ething of a heretic w hile in 
the north com pleting my education, b ut 
it takes tim e and experience to get rid 
of a strong hereditary b ias, 
“ We were fairly well oiT for tb ose 
times, b ut 1 b ad an am b ition to do 
som ething more than cum b er the world 
as u mere consumer. 
T his inclination 
rather troub led the fam ily, b ut after 
num erous consultations it w as return 
tautly adm itted that f m ight superinteiul 
the dev elopment of some coal and iron 
interests that we b ad in a m ountainous 
seel ion <1 the state and still m aintain 
my social prestige. 
“ I went at the enterprise in earnest, 
b ringing a lot of men from P ennsylv a­ 
nia that understood the work and tound 
m g a prim itiv e U llage of log cab ins in ; 
a region as «1« solute as any < » mounter« «1 
b y tb e original piercers. 
T he m iners 
had their families w ith them, and all 
supplies ha 1 to b e b rought b o miles 
ov er the m ountain roads 
T he fo re­ 
man was a b ig b cartcd b ut shrewd and j 
tearless Scotch Irishman, who was just i 
to the men and loyal to my interests. 
His home w as looked after b y a d augh­ 
ter w ho had lost her m other years b e­ 
fore, 
The men used to call her the 
M ountain Rose, for she had all its deli 
cate colorings and was just as fresh and 
dainty and graceful. 
Though strong | 
and lithe, b ecause of tin* m ann er of her 
life, she looked the patrician from head 
to foot and b ad an innate refinement of 
character tha t no culture can supply 
Her v oice w as musical, and to me her 
simply songs were more charm in g than 
the usual ctlortsof uprim a donna. 
H er 
education was of her own acq uiring 
and was strangely out of the conv en­ 
tional lines. Her knowledge in 
s ouk * d i­ 
rections only surprised you less than 
her tact m acq uiring inform ation in 
others. 
Hut I would nev er tire of talk 
m g of her. 
“ A fter our rough colony had b ecome 
settled and was progressing finely un ­ 
desirab le characters were attracted to 
tin* v icinity. 
Some men put up a shan ­ 
ty just oiT m y laud and stocked it w ith 
m ountain dew. 
N um erous rough look­ 
ing characters came there for the osten­ 
sib le purpose of hunting and fishing, 
pitching their tents in our v icinity. 
I 
heard stones of gam b ling, and the men 
were not as regular at their w ork as 
they were b efore these interruptions. 
Rosser, the foreman, w anted to adopt 
heroic m easures for gettin g rid of these 
pests, b ut 1 saw no way b ut to w a it for 
some b reach of the law and then secure 
the interv ention of the authorities. 
“ Our pay day came ev ery tw o weeks, 
and 1 b rought the money from the n e a r­ 
est b ank, in a town some distance away, 
hav ing two go o d men go w ith mo us a 
guard. 
On one occasion N ettie, the 
foreman s daughter, met us teu miles 
from the settlement, guiding us in a 
ciieuitous route, tor she b ad learned 
through a w ild young girl at the d rin k ­ 
ing den that flit re was a plot ft* w aylav 
and rob us.

It w as a m onth later b efore w e were 
freed from a snow b lockade, and the next 
time I went to the b ank it w as for dou­ 
b le the usual amount. 1 took more men, 
and we returned w ithout accident. Ev en 
this did not giv e me the pleasure afford 
fd b v the joyous Welcome of the girl 
who b ad so ev idently b een in dread 


i..,* ii b o assured me tha t the treasure 
.v ,t safe w ith N ettie, as no one would 
think of in jurin g her. 
“ Wo had b e oil talk in g nearly an hour 
w hen there was the sound of a muffled 
cry and a b ody fallin g again st the door. 
Rosser reached it w ith a spring and 
threw it open, to find a w om an stretched 
across the step.

He had stolen in upon N ettie shortly 
after her father left. 
N o threats could 
induce her to b etray the hiding place of 
the m oney till she suddenly dev ised a 
scheme to keep b oth i t and the ro bber. 
A ppearing to yield, she told Joe to look 
b ehind the chest in the closet which 
Rosser had b uilt of strong oak planks as 
a place of safety for his few v aluab les.

cial gatherin g in M emphis, i w as not a 
society man, b ut had gone as an old 
friend of flu fam ily. 
Some one sang, 
and I thought it the d iv im st music 1 
had e \c r heard. A s the s ii ger rose from 
the piano I g it a v iew of a regal b eauty, 
w ho seem td fam iliar to me, b ut I only 
knew her v ia n that, v oice i had learned 
to know so w ell in tin* m ountains re­ 
sponded to an introduction. It was N et­ 
tie, w ho had b e« i gt ttin g her education, 
and nev er 
had w om an accomplished 
more in the same length of time.

on*: I ev er saw w as made in this w a y : 
A large gourd cov ered w ith a raw’ sheep­ 
skin serv ed for the drum , and the strings 
were of horsehair, pulled from a w hite 
horse’s tail. 
It had only four strings. 
I 
am confident tha t Sweeney added the 
b ass string. M y fa the r’s carriage driv er 
w as a b anjo player. 
He played tw o or 
three changeless tunes on one cord. 
I 
saw Joe Sweeney for the first tim e ab out 


1 8 1 2 , while I was at school ut Prince 
Edward ( fonrt House. H e and his b rother 
Sam were together. 
Joe le« l on the v io­ 
lin and Sam played the b an jo. Both had 
good v oices, espi'rially Sam, a rich, full 
b aritone of great sweetness and power 
Ev en at this distan t day I can recall 
some of the tunes they sang— “ Old Dan 
T uc k e r,’ “ Do Johnn ie Booker,” “ J ul i ­ 
an n a John son ,” “ Oh, S usa n n a ,” “ The 
Blue Tailed F l y ,” “ J im Crack C om ,” 
and “ I D on’t Care. ” 
When 1 saw the b rothers again, the 
character of the music was som ew hat 
changed, and was m uch m ore sentim on- 
t al and sym pathetic. They rendered such 
pieces as “ Dearest M a y ,” “ Rosa Leo,” 
“ A nnie of the V a le ,” “ N ellie Was a 
Lady 
and “ Ellen B a y n e ,” w ith w on­ 
derful effect. I hese airs w ere melodious 
an d concordant, and often b rought tears 
to the eyes of the audience. Joe Sweeney 
w as ab ov e the m edium 
size, and of 
fine proportions. 
H e had light ha ir and 
a ruddy complexion. H e had w onderful 
facial powers. 
He could change his e x­ 
pression in a m om en t from grav e to 
comic. 
Sweeney as a negro dclb m ator w as in ­ 
im itab le. 
He knew the negro well, and 
w as jierfectly n atural, and, like Polk 
M iller, nev er ov erdid his work. 
One of 
his performance« 
alw ays excited a p­ 
plause. 
H is old V irginia b reakdow n, a 
jig tune, he danced, and m ade his own 
music w ith Ins b anjo hun g around his 
neck w ith a string. Sweeney w as e n tire ­ 
ly uneducated, b ut he w as n a turally 
b right, and ho often m ade sm art local 
hits that 
b rought 
dow n the 
house. 
Sweeney gav e notoriety to the b anjo and 
b rought it into popular fav or. H is hab its 
w ere im prov ident, and he was the sub ­ 
ject of m any tem ptations. 
He liv ed a 
life of unselfish generosity and died in 
pov erty. 
lie spent his last days in the 
county of Appomattox. 
1 hav e hoard 
this story ab out him . I do not v ouch for 
its truth : 
Before he died, his m ind w andering, 
he said to his sisi or ; “ Come here, 
r» ho 
old b anjo is out of time, the screws are 
slipping, and the b ridge is ab out to 
fall. ” These w ore the last w ords of the 
old fellow, w ho had charm ed tw o con­ 
tinents w ith his m clodv and song.
